Listeners and Radio "Give-Away" Programs 


One of the 
enthusiastic radio fans 
in 
Washington 
C. H. told the other 
day of 
walking along Court Street and asking six 
different people what type of radio program 
they preferred. 
He was doing this, he said, to really find 
out, whether listeners were as crazy ov er 
some of these 
-giv e-away” 
programs as 
some radio people seam to think they are. 
Just two of the people he contacted, he in­ 
dicated, listened to most of such “something 
for nothin.;’ programs. Both of these people 
thought 
the e network 
programs 
were 
“sm art and clev er . The others he talked 
with wanted for the most part 
something 
b etter and m or e sensib le”. 
Now that telev ision is getting a b ig play, 
we are inclined to wonder what effect that 
will hav e on the 
“giv e-away” programs, 
which for a year or two hav e b een the sub ­ 
ject of liv ely discussions as to morality and 
legitimacy. 
There are many who 
think 
*uch programs are heading toward a natur­ 


al end. 
Some ob serv ers say that people 
are no 
longer holding the hour of the “giv e-away” 
program sacred. 
Nor do they listen 
to it 
w ith b ated b reath with 
one hand on the 
telephone in the hope they may b e called 
to quickly answer with a chance for some 
“marv elous prize”. It can b e b eliev ed with­ 
out undue strain, that what these ob serv ers 
» ay may b e true. 
If the giv e-away program should b e end­ 
ed b y simple lack of pub lic interest that 
would take care of the matter for those ra­ 
dio listeners who hav e found it distasteful 
and wished that something more desirab le 
occupied its allotted radio time. 
Those who hav e questioned the morality 
of the near-gamb ling b asis and the sub tle 
b rib ery of the giant b asket of prizes would 
prob ab ly wish that this question might hav e 


b een settled. It is indicated that the Federal 
Communications Commission would contin­ 
ue to -seek a court decision on the legal 
standing of the giv e-away. 
But the radio industry would hav e missed 
a chance to show its own mettle, if the giv e­ 
away should just die away. The giv e-away 
program has b een maintained, ov er the ob ­ 
jections of its critics, on the argument that 
the radio industry will giv e to the listening 
pub lic anything to which it will listen. 
There are many who still hope that the in­ 
dustry some day may 
lift 
its 
standards 
ab ov e that lev el. 


Thinking Youngsters 
Representativ e Illinois young people at­ 
tending the 4-H Club meeting in Chicago 
recently prov ed b y their answers to a ques­ 
tionnaire that they hav e dev oted some con­ 
structiv e thought to their future. 
Most of them agree that 22 is a suitab le 
age for marriage, that the husb and should 
b e slightly older than the wife, that three or 
four children make up a satisfactory family, 
that country life is b etter than urb an liv ing, 
and that they expect 
to b e well-informed 
v oters. Unanimous affirmativ es were giv en 
to two questions: 
“Would you like your 
family to take an 
activ e interest 
in the 
church?”, and “Do you b eliev e in an inter­ 
national organization such 
as the United 


Nations?”. 
Disciples of the “What-is-the-world-com- 
ing-to” school of thought pin their proph­ 
ecies on delinquency reports, and see little 
good in today’s young people. Doub tless a 
careful check of v arying groups of our fu­ 
ture citizens would find most of their mem­ 
b ers in agreement with these rural young­ 
sters on v ital questions.
